The Chicago Tribune recently express­ 
ed the opinion th a t too much publicity to 
crimes and persons accused but untried 
is being given by the American press. The 
p ap e r suggested the enactm ent of laws 
limiting the freedom of the press in such 
instances 
and 
forbidding 
publications 
m aking more than a very brief mention of 
the crime until the person accused has 
been haled into court. 
The proposal is not new, and it has 
been studied by foremost journalists the 
country over for years. 
These journalists 
even have gone so fa r as to sound out 
n ew sp a p er sentim ent in the m atter. The 
result has been an overw helm ing opinion 
th a t the present m ethod of full publicity 
is best, not from the standpoint of feel­ 
ing the g re a t m aw of news, but because 
it brings le fo re the public the flaws in 
our 
present 
system 
of 
jurisprudence 
which otherw ise would be passed by un­ 
noticed. 
Em inent American law yers and jurists

criminal 
procedure in this 
country is badly in need of a radical sh a k ­ 
ing up. 
There is, apparently, too much 
fe a r on the p a rt of judges and juries of 
convicting the innocent.

bonds do not buy them without con­ 
sulting your bankers. 
“When you buy stocks you bay a 
share of a business. 
Corporations 
issue stocks as well as notes and 
bonds, but governments only issue 
bonds or notes. 
You do not get any 
promise that your money prill be 
paid back when, you buy stock. 
To 
get your money back you have to 
find a buyer for your stock. 
If the 
business 
prospers you 
participate 
in 
the 
profits 
according 
to 
the 
amount of stock you hold. 
If the 
business suffers losses you share the 
loss with the rest of the stockhold­ 
ers. 
So again it is not wise to buy 
stock in a company you do not know 
all about unless you first get your 
banker’s advice." 
“Thanks, Aunt Emmy. 
I think I 
know the difference between stocks 
and bonds now,” Jane said. "If you 
buy stock you buy a share of a busi­ 
ness and take your chances with 
that business for success or loss. If 
you buy a bond you really don’t buy 
at all, only get a sort of receipt for 
your money and promise that you 
will get it back at a given time and 
receive interest meanwhile.”

“The Charlevoix - -A R oom y Two-Flat 


Economically Designed Two- 
Flat Building 
This imposing two-flat building is 
in reality a very economically de­ 
signed building. 
This type of building if usually 
built for investment by the home 
owner who will live in one-half of 
the building and receive enough in 
rents from the other half to pay all 
maintenance expenses, taxes and 
other outgoings and accumulate a 
fund for tl\e retirement of the mort­ 
gage. 
With this In view, a substantial 
and permanent construction was de­ 
cided on in the Charlevoix, and 
concrete Mock were chosen for the 
outside walls, in order to get a good 
looking building a t a minimum ex­ 
pense. 
The 
concrete 
block 
are 
finished with a smooth face sim­ 
ilar to a limestone or granite, the 
surfacing being 
made of finely 
crushed granite, which gives an 
unusual sparkle and texture to the 
walls. 
The liutels, copings and 
steps are of the same material.
